(From the-Cincinnaté Commercial.) * ** 


. Chas. Ulrich, the notorious counterfeiter, 


has been cutivicted and sentenced to twelve 
years’. hard labour in the peniventiory, 
Olrich pleaded guilty after withdrawing bie 
plea ‘of: not‘ guilty.’ He is‘regardéd by.the 
United States authorities as the most ac- 
complished and dangerous counterfeiter in 
the country, and the smartest maii in the 
business. His career has baeb one of. sits- 
cessful adventure, which thé ‘accident ‘of 
his conviction at this time’ will not check if 
more than’ usual pains are uot. taken’ ‘to 
wateb him while in the penitentiary. To 
escipe from gaol is a matter of a little effort 
with him, according to the best accouits 
we oan yathor. - His detection and convic-” 
tion’ at this time are maiuly duo -to the 
efforts of Colonel Wood, Chief United 
Statea detuotivé,.of Washington, now in’ 
the city, and, we may add, not'in a atate 
of coniidence, that Ulrich will not romain 
for any considerable time behind the bars 
of the’ Ohio State Renitentiary.
